Mr. Motherwell's announcement fol- 
lows: , 

“As anounced fin the house lasf' ses- 
sion, the Right Hon. Mackenzie King 
was then in cable communication with 
the British authorities on this import- 
ant instance and has continued in 
direct communication with them 
throughout the summer, until ulti- 
mately @uccess has been attained. 

“It will be noted that the regula- 
tions, while quite generous as applied 
to importations of mon-breeding stock, 
are on the usual terme as regards the 
importation of animals capable of 
breeding, ' ; 

“The evbstance of the proposed 
regulations ie ae follows: 

Non- Antmals 

“Canadian asatore cattle, that is, 
animale born and reared in (Canada 
and rendered incapable pf breeding, 
will be admitted under the following 
restrictions: 

“shipment shall be from Canadian 
ports only and direct to Great Britein. 
For three days immediately before 
shipment and during the ocean voy- 
age, the etore cattle shall be kept 
separate from any other animals and 
periodically examined by a veterinary 
officer of the Dominion of Canada. 
Thorough examination at initial ship- 
ping points ehall be made by a Domin- 
fon veterinary officer, who will certify 
that animals are not affected with cat- 
tle plague, pluro pneumonia, foot jand 
mouth disease, or mange. During the 
voyage this examination shall be made 
daily, The animals phal! be landed 
at specified ports and there thorough- 
ly examined by a veterinary officer 
from the British ministry. 

‘The movement from port of land- 
ing is to be controlled by a Mcense in 
the same manner as in the movement 
of imported cattle from Ireland. 

Breeding Cattle 

“As regards cattle capable of 
breeding, such as cows, helfers and 
bulls, authority will be required in 
the fonm of a general order from the 
British ministry of agriculture laid 
down in dreft form before both 
houses of parliament as either can in 
effect, veto the proposais. An essen- 
tial pam of any such order is that 
animals must be accompenied by a 
certificate from authorized officers 
of the dominion stating thet euch 
breeding animals were within one 
month previous to shipmem efifec- 
tively temed for tuberoulosis and 
found free of that disease, To sum 
wp in brief, ¢he regulations provide 
that cattle not capable of breeding 
are subject to a three day quarantine 
prior to ocean shipment, subsequent 
observation while in transit and be 
accompanied by usual certificates of 
health before jeaving initial point of 
shipment, whereas animals capable 
of ‘breeding, while mubject to the 
same quarantine of three days and 
under the same observation in tran- 
ait, eto., are in addition to be tested 
for tubéerculosia within one month of 
shipment. The three day quarantine 
provided may be observed either at 
initial point of shipment in rail

VEN the political expert of the London 
Times must squirm now at his prophecy 
two years ago regarding Bonar Law. 

“If and when the Conservative party breaks 
away from Mr, Lioyd George, it will no longer 
be under the lead of Mr. Bonar Law,” he loftily 
pronounced. “And should the prime nmiiuister, 
as so many expect, move to the left in politics, 
Mr. Bonar Law will still be found at his side, 
faithful and loyal always.”
